ARIOUS have been the Opinions 
| concerning the Manifeſtations of the 
\ Sen of God in the Old Teſtament. 

Some have treated all Proofs of our 
Saviour's Divinity drawn from hence with no 
ſmall Contempt, and have thought the Old Teſ- 
tament of. very little Uſe in ſettling this Contro- 
verſy. A celebrated Writer, who has profeſſed 
to give us the Scripture-Dofrine of the Trinity, has 
in a Manner wholly omitted all Texts of, the 
Old Teſtament : and ſome, who have been zeal- 
ous Aſſertors of our Lord's true Divinity, have 
either neglected, or ſpoke ſlightingly of, the 
. Proofs to be drawn from the Old Teflament. On 
the other Hand there are ſome, who find this 
Doctrine in every Ceremony, Hiſtory, and Pre- 
cept, and fetch it out of every Word and Sylla- 
ble. Theſe Gentlemen have given us ſuch myſ- 
tical and arbitrary Interpretations of Scripture, 
as have really hurt the Cauſe, which they fo 
A A⁊Zealouſly 
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zealouſly eſpouſe: and have thrown no ſmall 
Diſcredit on the Proofs of our Lord's Divinity, 
which may juſtly be drawn from the Law and 
the Prophets. The moſt ſafe and reaſonable Way 
of proceeding in ſuch an Enquiry will be by 
comparing ſpiritual things with ſpiritual, and ex- 
amining thoſe Paſſages of the Old Teflament, 
which are cited, and applied to our Savicur in 
the New. 

To this End J have pitch'd on this Text in 
the Goſpel of St. Jahn, where the Evangeliſt 
quotes a Paſſage from the Prophet Iſaiab, which 
foretells the Infidelity of the Jews, and the ill 
Reception, which our Saviour met with from 
them, and then adds in the Words of my Text 
— Theſe things ſaid Eſaias, when he ſaw his Glofy, 
and ſpake of bim — The Perſon ſpoken of — 
is undoubtedly our Lord Jeſus Chriſt. It was he, 
of whom the Evangeliſt was ſpeaking before: 
it was he, who had done ſo many Miracles before 
the Fews, and yet they believ d not on him. It v was 
therefore he, and no other, of whom Eſaias ſpake, 
end whoſe Glory he ſaw,

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Let us then turn to the Prophecy of Jſaiab, 
and there we read thus — In the Year that King 
Uzziah died I ſaw alſo the Lord fitting upon a 
Throne, high and lifted up, and his Train fill d 
the Temple. Above it flood the Seraphims, each 


one had fix Wings; with twain he cover d his Face, 


and with twain he cover d his Feet, and with twain 
be did flie. And one cried thato another, and ſaid 
— Holy, Holy, Holy is the Lord of Hoſts, the 
bole Earth is full of his Glory. And the Poſts of 
the Door mov'd at the Voice of him that cried, and 


could the Glory, in which our Lord is to appear at the End of 
the World, be the Glory, which Eſaias ſaw 2000 Years ago. — 
We are told that F/aias, in beholding the Glory of God, and. 
in receiving from him a Revelation of the Coming of Chrift, ſaw, 
that is foreſaw, the Glory of Chriſt, juſt as Abraham ſaw, that is 
foreſaw, his Day, and was glad. Ib. But what Authority has this 
Writer to alter /e into fore/aw in either of theſe Texts? Inſthe 
latter our Saviour's Authority is directly againſt him. He explains 
what he had before ſaid by adding — Before Abraham was I AM. 
— In the preſent Caſe the Words are too plain to admit of ſuch 
an Evaſion. 1/aiah tells us that in the Year that King Uzziah died 
he ſaw an Appearance of Glory: and S. John ſays that at the 

Time, when he deliver'd the Prophecy cited, he ſaw the Gry 
of Chriſt — Theſe things ſaid Eſaias, when he ſaw his Glory — 
From hence it is plain to any common Underſtanding that the 


| Glory, which Eſaias did then ſee, was the Gry of Chrift, and 


not only a Type or Emblem of ſome future Glory, with which 
he is not even as yet inveſted. Beſides the Prophecy here cited 
was not a Revelation of the Ghry of Chriſt, but of the inglori- 
ous. Treatment, and Contempt, which he met with from the 
Fews, e J. vi. 1 ke. MOT.

the Houſe was fill'd with Smoke. Then ſaid 1— 
Mois me, for I am undone, becaufe I am a Man 
of unclean Lips, and I dwell in the midſt of a Peo-

FJebovab is the proper and incommunicable 
Name of the Supreme God, and denotes an eter- 
nal, immutable, and neceſſary Exiſtence. © This 
is his Name, which be himſelf bath. choſe to diſtin- 
guiſh himſelf by — I AM that I A M — This ts 
his Name for ever, and this 1s his Memorial unto 
all Generations. — The Lord of Hoſts is another 
peculiar Title of the Supreme God. — * The great, 
the mighty God, the Lord of Hoſts is his Name — 
faith the Prophet Jeremiah. — Lo he that form- 
eth the Mountains, and createth the Wind, and

wah, the God of Hoſts is his Name — faith the 
Prophet Amos. And laſtly Iſaiah thus expreſſes 
hitgelf — Thus ſaith Febovah the King of Iſrael, 

his Redeemer the Lord of Hoſts — I am the 


firſt, and I am the laſt, and beſides me there is no 


God. — God is by ſome ſupp6s'd to be call'd the 
Lord of Hof, becauſe he was the God of the 
Armies of Hrael, * the Lord migbiy in Battle. But 
I ſhould rather think that God is ſo call'd, be- 
cauſe he is attended, and worſhipp'd, by the hea- 
venly Hoſt = ' T ſaw the Lord Jehovah ( faid 
Micaiah the Prophet to Ahab) fitting on his 
Throne, and all the Hoſt of Heaven ſtanding by 
bim — Praiſe ye him all his Angels, { ſaith the 
Pſalm: ift ) praiſe bim all his Hoſts. — And this 


Title is moſt properly attributed to God, as re- 


ſiding in the Sanctuary, becauſe there he was 
{uppos'd to fit on his Throne, attended by his 
Retinue of Angels. Accordingly he is often 
ſtyl'd the Lord of Hoſts, who dwelleth between 
the Cherubims. In either of theſe Senſes the Lord 
of Hoſts can be no other than the mot High God, 
* zohoſe is the Battle, and who alone governs the

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Events of War: bam alone the Hoſt of Hea- 
ven worſhippeth, * and thouſands of thouſands mi- 
nifter unto him. Accordingly we find this Per- 


ſon, whoſe Glory Iſaiah ſaw, attended by the Se- 


raphims, who pay Worſhip and Honour to him, 
crying — Holy, Holy, Holy, is the Lord of Hoſts, 
That he who ſat on the Throne was the Lord of 
F}ts appears from v. 5: and the Form of Doxo- 
logy here us'd is nearly the ſame with that, * in 
which the four living Creatures in the Revela- 
tions give Glory to bim that ſat on the Throne. 
Since therefore it appears from my Text that 
Chrijt was the Perſon, whoſe Glory Eſaias ſaw, 
it follows that he is Jehovah, the Lord of Hoſts, 


he whom the Angels of God worſhip, the true 


and living God. 

But this Doctrine will receive farther Confir- 
mation, if we conſider what was the Viſion, 
which Jaiab here ſaw. It was a glorious Ap- 
pearance of the Lord fitting upon @ Throne in the 
Temple, attended by his Angels. Let us then en- 
quire who was this Lord, who ſat there, and 
who uſually appear'd in Glory there. I ſhall not 
here conſider any Appearances of God on Mount 


Sinai, or elſewhere, before the Delivery of the 


Jewiſh Law, though from theſe ſome Le

might be thrown on the; Subject before us. 1 
ſhall begin with * the Command of God the 
Lord Jebovab to Moſes to make him a Sanctuary, 
that he might dwell amongſt them. In this he com- 
manded him to place an Ark, and a Mercy-Seat 
above upon the Ark, and at the two Ends of the 
Mercy-Seat two Cherubims of Gold. * And there 
amy the Lord Jebovab to Moſes ) will I meet 


with thee, and I will commune with thee, from 


the Mercy-Seat, from between the two Che- 
xe" 1 which are upon the Ark of the Teſtimony, 
of all things which I will give thee in Command- 
ment unto the Children of Iſrael. And after the 


Tabernacle, and its Furniture, was ſet up, we 


read that a Cloud cover d the Tent of the Congre- 
gation, and the Glory of the Lord Jehovah fill'd 
the Jabernacle. We read again Num. vii. 89. 
that Moſes heard the Voice of one ſpeaking to him 
from off the Mercy-Seat, that was upon the Ark 
of the Teftimony, from between the two Cherubimt. 
And again Lev. xvi. 2. we read that 7he Lord 

Jebovab ſaid unto Moſes — Speak unto Aaron thy 
Brother, that he come not at all Times into the Holy 
Place, within the Vail, before the Mercy-Seat, 
which is upon the Ark, that he die not: for I will 
appear in the Cloud upon the Mercy-Seat. Laſtly,

*we read, that when Solomon built his Temple, 


be Cloud fill'd the Houſe of the Lord Fehovah, | ſo 
that the Prieſts could not ſtand to minifter, becauſe 


F the Cloud : for the Glory of the Lord Jebouab 


Lad fill'd the Houſe of the Lord Fehovah. It ap- 
pears from theſe Paſſages that he, who dwelt. in 
the Sanctuary, was the Lord Jebovab, the God 
of Iſrael, the fame, who gave Laws and Com- 
mandments to Moſes, * and that he manifeſted 
his Preſence there by a viſible Appearance of 
Glory, or bright Light, encompaſs'd with Clouds 
and thick Darkneſs, and ſhining forth ſometimes 
with a leſſer, and ſometimes with a greater, De- 
gree of Luſtre. * Hence we find that, when the 
Glory of of the Lord fild the T: emple, Solomon 
ſpake — The Lord Jebovab ſaid that he would 


thee an Houſe to dwell in, a ſettled Place for thee 
to abide in for ever. And in other Scriptures 
God is ſaid to dwel} among the Children of Iſrael ; 
© to dwell in Zion; to dwell in the Sanctuary; 
# his Dwelling-Place is ſaid to be in Zion; and 
he is ſaid to have choſen Zion, and defir'd it for 
his Habitation. Here he ſat, like a King on his

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dzoell in the thick Darkneſs. I have ſurely built 
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Throne, in Glory and Majeſty. Iſaiah ſaw him 
fitting on a Throne in the Temple : the Pſalmift 
tells us that God fitteth upon the Throne of his Ho- 
lineſs, or upon the Throne of his Sanftua ry. In 
another Pſalm we read — The Lord Tehovah 


reigneth — be fitteth between the Cherubims — 


Exalt ye Jebovab our God, and worſhip at his 
Foottool. - —— He fat here attended by his 
Retinue of Angels —— * The Chariots of God 
( faith the Pſalmiſt are twenty thouſand, even 
thouſands of Angels: the Lord is among them, as 
in Sinai, in the Holy Place — The Cherubims in 
the Sanctuary are generally ſuppos'd to repreſent 


the chief Order of Angels: they are here plac'd 


as Attendants on the Throne of him, who ſat 
above: they had their Faces toward the Mercy- 
Seat in the Poſture of Supplicants. And the 
ſame Emblems in the Book of Revelations are 
repreſented, as giving Glory, and Honour, and 
Thanks ; and falling down, and worſhipping God 
that ſat on the Throne. The Seraphim in Iſaiah 
are either the ſame with the Cherub:m, or rather 
ſome other Order of Angels. We find them 
here attending on, and miniſtring unto, God in 
the Temple : they veil their Faces before him who 
fat on the Throne, and give Glory to him. The

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Holy of Holies has always been eſteem'd an Em- 
blem of Heaven. The Apoſtle expreſſly tells us 
that theſe things ſerud unto the Example, and 
Shadow, of heavenly things ; * and that the Taber- 


nacle was a Figure for the Time then preſent of 
the true Holy Place, of Heaven itſelf. Accord- 


ingly we find Heaven in Scripture call'd “ the 
High and Holy Place, * the Sanctuary, the true 
Tabernacle : and God is there reprefented as ſit- 
ting on his Throne, and all the Haft of Heaven 
ſtanding by him. Accordingly the Pſalmiſt thus 


, expreſſes himſelf — Jehovah is in his boly Temple : 


Jebovabs Throne is in Heaven. 

In the firſt Chapter of the Prophet Ezekiel 
we have a more particular Deſcription of this 
Glory of the Lord. We read there of a Viſion, 
which the Prophet ſaw ? — And I loo d, ( ſays 


he) and, behold, a Whirkoind came out of the 


North, and a great Cloud, and a Fire infolding itſelf, 
and a Brightneſs was about it, and out of the midfi 


thereof as the Colour of Amber, out of the midſt of 


the Fire. Alſo out of the midſt thereof came the 
Likeneſs of four living Creatures — There fol- 
lows a Deſcription of theſe frog Creatures : and

And I ſaw as the Colour of 
Amber, as the Appearance of Fire round about 
within it, from the Appearance of his Loyns even 
upward, and from the Appearance of his Loyns 
even drwnward, I ſaw as it were the Appearance 
of Fire, and it had Brightneſs round about. As 
the Appearance of the Bow, that is in the Cloud in 
the Day of Rain, ſo was the Appearance of the 
Brightneſs round about. This avas the Appearance 


of the Likeneſs of the Glory of the Lord Jehovah, | 


— This Appearance Ezekiel now ſaw by the Ri- 
ver Chebay : but being afterwards brought in tbe 
Viſions of God to Feruſalem, he ſaw the fame 
Glery of tbe God of Iſrael in the Temple there. 

And this Glory is deſcrib'd as departing from 
the Temple, and the City, and removing Eoft: | 
ward : * and afterwards returning from thenee 
into the Temple, and young! the Houſe, * The

The Glory therefore, | 
which Ezekiel ſaw, was plainly the ſame, which 
dwelt in the Sanctuary: and it is well worth | 
our Obſervation that he, who ſat on the T. bros | 
was as the Appearance of a Man. 
This Glory of the Lord, by the Yewiſh Writers 
eall'd Shechinah, is generally ſuppoſed to have ] 
been wanting in the ſecond Temple, after the 
Captivity. Accordingly the Prophet Haggai thus | 
beſpeaks the People — * Who is left among you | 
that ſaw this Houſe in her firſt Glory? and bow Wl © 
& ye ſee it now? — And then by way of Com- | 
fort he adds — © Thus ſaith the Lord of Hoſts — 
Yet once it is a liltle whileSand I will ſhake the 
Heavens, and the Earth, and the Sea, and the dry A 
Land. And I will ſhake all Nations, and the | 
Defire of all Nations ſhall come, and I will fill this | 
Houſe with Glory, faith the Lord of Hoſts. The 
Silver is mine, and the Gold is mine, ſaith the | 
Lord of Hoſts. The Glory of this latter Houſe | 
Hall be greater than of the former, faith the Lord 
of Hoſts : and in this Place will J give Peace, 
faith the Lord of Hoſts. — The Defire of all Na- 
tions is doubtleſs our Bleſſed Saviour : and by his 
Coming this Prophecy was fulfill'd. By his Pre-

the Glory of this latter Houſe became greater than 
that of the former, the Fews now more imme- 
diately and familiarly Wr his — and 
hearing his Words.

The ſame great Event is 4 foretold by the 


Prophet Malachi — * The Lord, "whom ye. ſeek, 


ſhall fuddenly come to his Temple, even the Meſ- 
ſenger of the Covenant, whom ye delight in. 
This Prophecy is expreſſiy applied by the E- 
vangeliſts to the Times of our Sauiour. He there- 
fore is the Lord here ſpoken of: and the Temple 


is here ſaid, to be huis Temple, He — is 


the God, who there dwelt. 
Accordingly we find the Writers of the Now 


Teftament frequently ſpeaking of our Saviour 


with Reference, or Allufion, to this Appearance 


of Glory in the Sanctuary. In my Text the Glory, 
which Eſaias jaw, is call'd bis Glory. The ſame 
Evangeliſt in his firſt Chapter thus deſcribes his 
Incarnation — Te Word was made Fleſh, and 
dwelt among us — t0x1vwoey e i — (The Word 
is the ſame both in Senſe, and Etymology, with 
the Hebrew — r] — and fignifies to dwell as in 
a Tabernacle) He pitch'd bis Tabernacle among 
us, and we beheld his Glory, the Glory as of the

He appear d to his Apoſ- 
tles at his Transfiguration, and afterwards in a 
Viſion to S. Fobn, in a Ghry ſimilar to the De- 
ſcription of him, who ſat on the Throne in Ezekiel 
and Daniel. And this Appearange S. Peter 
calls — rd uutph e db. — the excellent Glo- 
ry: — and ſtrongly inſiſts on it as a Proof, and 
Earneſt, of his coming hereafter in Power and 
Majeſty.

He 
here ( as we have ſeen ) manifeſted his Preſence 
by a viſible Appearance of Glory encompaſs d 
with Clouds, He here ſat on a Ttrone, attended 
by his Angels. And he himſelf hath told us that 
in the End of the World he ſhall come in the

The Perſon there- 
fore, who ſat enthron'd in Glry in the Temple, 
was the Son of God, the Lord Feſus Chriſt. 

| Let us then turn again to the O/d Teſtament, 
and ſee what excellent things are ſpoken of him, 
who dwelt between the Cherubims. 
Moſes in his Song thus beſpeaks the Lord Je- 
hovab -— Tu ſhalt bring them in, and Plant 


them in the Mountain of thine Inheritance, in the 


Place, O Lord Jehovah; which thou haſt made for 
thee to dwell in; in the Sanctuary, O Lord Feho- 
vah, which thy Hands have eftabhiſh'd. To this 
Lord Jehovah, who is here ſaid to dwell in the 
Sanctuary, Moſes and the Children of Iſrael gave 
Praiſe and Thanks for their Deliverance, and for 
the Overthrow of Pharaoh, and his Hoſt, in the 
Red Sea. * Him they acknowledg'd to be therr 


God, and their Father's God. * There was none 


like unto him among/t the Gods : he was glorious

accompanying, and conducting, the Children of 


Iſrael in all their Journey through the Wilder- 
neſs. * We read that on the Day that the Taber 
nacle was rear'd up, the Cloud cover'd the Taber- 
nacle. — And when the Cloud was taken up from 
the Tabernacle, then after that the Children of V. 
rael journeyed, and in the Place where the Cloud 


abode, there the Children of Iſrael pitch'd their 


Tents. At the Commandment of the Jord Jebovab 
the Children of Iſrael journeyed, and at the Com- 
mandment of the Lord Jebovab they pitch'd: as 
long as the Cloud abode upon the Tabernacle they 
reſted in the Tents. * And, when the Ark ſet forward 
Moſes ſaid — Riſe up Jebvoab, and let thine Enemies 
be ſcatter d, and let them that hate thee flee before 


thee, Aud, when it refted, le ſaid — Return, O Je- 


hbovah, to the many thouſands of Iſrael. For this 
Reaſon the Mraelites are ſaid by St. Paul to 


b v. 18. c v. 13. d Num. ix.

And 
during the Abſence of this A all the Houſe of 
Iſrael lamented after the Lord Jehovab. After 


| ſome Time David brought up to Feruſalem the 


Ark of God. And David, and all the Houſe of 
Mael, are ſaid to have played before the Lord Fe- 
bouah : and David danc'd before the Lord Feho- 
vah with all his Might. : 

The Lord of Hoſts, who dwelt between the 
Cherubims, was.conſulted by the Children of Iſrael 
in all Exigencies, and gave Oracles and Com- 
mandments by an audible Voice from the Throne 
in the Sanctuary. Here, as we have already 
ſeen, be met, and commun d, with M: gfe, who heard

This fame Gad, whoſe Goings were in 
the Sanctuary, is call'd ® Fehovah, the Almighty, 
* and his Name is ſaid to be AH. He is de-

thouſands of Angels : the Lord is among them, as

78 contains a Recital of the wonderful 
Works, which the Lord Jebovab had done for 
Iſrael — He eftabl: ſod a Teſtimony in Jacob, and 
appointed a Law in Iſrael. And, (as we read 
afterwards) * this ſame Jebovab piac d his Taber- 
nacle in Shiloh : ” he lov'd Mount Zion, and there 


be built bis Sanfuary. 


The 97th Fhalm opens thus — * Jehovah reign- 
eth, let the Earth rejoyce : let the Multitude of 
Nes be glad thereof. Clouds and Darkneſs are 
round about him. He is ſaid to. be the Lord of 
the whole Earth, * exalted far above all Gods: and 
all the Gods are call'd on to worſhip him. This 
latter Clauſe is render'd by the Septuagint —— 
WEITKUYHT WOKLY aur miles c 01 aur — and is 
expreſſly applied to the Son of God in the Epiſtle 
to the Hebrews, 

One Pſalm more I ſhall refer to, becauſe tis 
quoted in the Epiſtle to the Hebrews, and ap- 
plied to our Saviour.

God the Father only is ſpoken of in this Pſalm, 
But when we read /at the ſixteenth Verſe that, 
when the Lord Febovah ſhall build up Zion, be 
Hall appear in his Glory, we may learn that the 
Tord, who there appear d in Glory, is here ſpo- 
ken of, and may ſee that this Citation of the 
Apoſtle is only an additional Proof to many, that 
we have already brought, that this was the Son 
of God. And this Son of God is here declar'd to 
be immutable, eternal, the Creator of Heaven 


and Earth. 

To theſe Teſtimonies I might add many 
more : but it ſufficiently appears from what has 
been already produc'd that this Perſon, who ſat 
on a Throne in the Temple, was the true and living 
God.

He was no local, or tutelary, God : * for 
he was God alone of all the Kingdoms of the Earth, 
and rul'd over all the Kingdoms of the Heathen ; 


r the Earth was his, and the Fulneſs thereof, the 


World, and they that dwell therein. He was no 
A, or figurative God : for he was * God 


of Gods, * exalted far above all Gods, and wor- 


ſhipp'd by all the Angels of God : there was none 
like unto him among the Gods; he was God even 


be only. And this God of Iſrael, who dwelt be- 


tween the Cherubims, we have ſhewn to be the 
Son of God, who in due Time was made Fleſh, 
and dwelt amongſt Us. 

Rut ſome, to evade theſe ſtrong Proofs of our 
Lord's Divinity, have aſſerted that this was only 
aàã created Angel, appearing in the Name, or Per- 

fon, of the Father; and 
Honour is paid to this Shechinah, and whatever 
is ſaid of, or by it, belongs not to the Perſon 
immediately here preſent, but to God the Father, 
" it being cuſtomary in Scripture for one Perſon to 
ſuſtain the Character, and af, and ſpeak, in the 
Name of another. But theſe Aſſertions want Proof. 


T can find no ſuch Inſtances of one Perſon 9 :

hat therefore, whatever 
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and ſpeaking in the Name of another, without 
firſt declaring in whoſe Name he acts, and 
ſpeaks. * The Inſtances uſually alledg'd are no- 
thing to the purpoſe. If we ſometimes find an 
Angel ſpeaking in the Name of God, yet from 
the Context it will be eaſy to ſhew that this 
Angel was * the great Angel, the Angel of the 
Covenant, the Angel Febouab. But, if there ſhould 
be ſome Inſtances in the prophetical, or poeti- 
cal, Parts of Scripture, of an abrupt Change of 
Perſons, where the Perſon ſpeaking is not par- 
ticularly ſpecified, this will by no Means come 
up to the Caſe before us. Here is a Perſon ſuſ- 
taining the Name and Character of the ng High 
God from one End of the Bzble to the other ; 
bearing his * glorigus and fearful Name, the in- 
communicable Name Jelovab, expreſſive of his 
neceſſary Exiftence ; ſitting in the Throne of Gad; 
dwelling, and preſiding, in his Temple; deliver- 
ing Laws in his own Name; giving out Ora- 
cles; hearing Prayers; granting Bleſſings; for- 
giving Sins. To him (as we have ſeen) Vows 
were made, Praiſes given, Incenſe offer d, and

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Saerifices perform'd; and to him is aſcrib 
every Title, and Attribute, of the Divinity. And 
yet theſe Gentlemen would perſwade us that 
this was only a created God, a tutelary Angel, 
that a Creature was the God of Iſrael; and that 
to this Creature all their Service, and Worſhip, 
was directed; that the great God, whoſe Nam 
7s Yealous, was pleas d to give his Glory, his 
Worſhip, and his Throne to a Creature; that 
Creature could innocently exalt himſelf 8 al 
that is call d God, or that is worſbipp d, ſitting in 
the Temple of God, as God, and ſbewing himſelf 
that he is God. * What 1s this but to make the 
Law of God himſelf introductory of the very 
ſame Idolatry, that was practis'd by all the Na. 
tions of the Heathen? * But we are told that 
bold Figures of Speech are common in the Hebren 
Language, which is not to be tied in its In 
terpretation to the ſeverer Rules of \nodern Crit. 
ciſm. — We may be aſſur d that thoſe Opinions 
are indefenſible, which cannot be ſupported, 
without charging the Word of God with Want 
of Propriety, or Perſpicuity. Such Pretences 

might be born with, if the Queſtion were about

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a Phraſe, or two, in the Poetical, or in the Pro- 
phetical, Parts of Scripture. This, if it be a H- 
gure, is a Figure, which runs through the whole 
Scripture. And a bald Interpreter muſt he be, 
who ſuppoſes that ſuch Figures are perpetually, 
and uniformly, made Uſe of in a Point of ſuch 
Importance, without any Meaning at all. This 
is to confound the Uſe of Language, to make 
the Holy Scripture a myſterious unintelligible 
Book, ſufficient to prove nothing : or rather to 
prove any thing, which a wild Imagination ſhall 
ſuggeſt. 

This Argument will appear in a ſtill ſtronger 
Light, if we conſider that one great End of the 
Moſaical Law was to extirpate Idolatry, and 
teach the Worſhip of the one true God, The 
firft Precept of the Law is — * Thou ſhalt have 
m other Gods before me. — Hear, O Iſrael, 
(faith Moſes) Jehovah our God is one Tebovab — 
And again — * Fehovah he is God; there is none 
elſe beſides him. — And thus faith God himſelf by 
his Prophet Jſaiab — I am Jebovab, that is my 
Name: and my Glory will J not give to another. 
And yet we find, theſe ſame excluſive Terms 
applied to this very Perſon, whoſe G/ory fill'd the 
Temple. Thus Solomon addreſy'd him — O Fe-

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hovah, God of Iſrael, there is no God hike thee, in 
Heaven above, or on Earth beneath : ——— thoy, 
even thou only, knoweſi the Hearts of the Children 
of Men — And thus Hezekiah — O Jebovab, 
God of Iſrael, which dwelleft between the Cheru- 
bims, thou art the God, even thou alone, of all the 
Kingdoms of the Earth. And, what is, if poſſi- 
ble, ſtill more decifive, the Angels are repreſent- 
ed, as attending on him, and worſhipping him 
His Chariots are twenty thouſand, even thouſand; 
of Angels : © he is exalted far above all Gods; 
and all the Gods worſhip him. Nay, his very 
Situation here in the Temple ſhews him to be 
far ſuperior to all Angels. Here was ſeen the 
Lord fitting upon a Throne, the Seraphims wor- 
ſhipping him, and the Cherubims waiting on 
his Footſtool, and attending the Wheels of his 
Chariot, And therefore, as I ſaid before, he 
was no local God, or tutelary Angel: for be was 
God alone of all the Kingdoms of the Earth, He was 
no ſecondary, or created God: for he was exalted 
far above all Gods; be made Heaven and Earth; 
and be was the Lord God, even be only. 

But perhaps the Argument may be turn'd an- 
other Way. Since ſuch high things are ſpoken 
of this God of HMrael, who dwelt between the Che-

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rubims, it may from theſe very Premiſſes be 
argued, that this could be no other than God 


the Father himſelf, and not the Sen. And this 


Concluſion may ſeem to receive great Confirma- 
tion from ſeveral Paſſages of Scripture : as par- 
ticularly from Dan. vii, * where is repreſent- 
ed a Viſion of the Ancient of Days ſitting upon 
bis Throne ; aud one like the Son of Man comes to 
him with the Clouds of Heaven. And ſo again 
Rev. iv. S. Jobn had a Viſion of God fitting on 
his Throne: and the Lamb appears afterwards, : 
as a diſtinct Perſon, The Perſon therefore, who 


ſat on the Throne, may ſeem not to be the Son, 


but the Father only, This is indeed an Objec- 
tion, that deſerves to be conſider'd, becauſe it 
ſeems to charge the Scripture it ſelf with Incon- 
ſiſtency. We have brought ſeveral Proofs from 
Scripture that it was the Son of God, who ap- 
pear d here in Glory: but the Scriptures hero 
alledg'd ſeem to ſay that it was the Father him- 
ſelf, and not the Son, who thus appear'd. I 
know of no Way of reconciling theſe ſeeming 
Inconſiſtencies, but by ſaying that the Godbead 
of the Father, and of the Son, is all one, and 
their Glory and Majeſty the fame. If therefore 
the Father fits on his Throne, the Son alſo fits on

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the fame Throne : and the Ghry is not only his 
Fathers, but bis own. Glory alſo. But, as Chrift 
in Scripture ſuſtains a twofold Character, that of 
the Son of God equal with the Father, and that 
of the Mediator between God and Man, ſo it is 
no way ſtrange that in Viſions, or emblematical 
Repreſentations, he ſhould be repreſented under 
a twofold Reſemblance. Nor is what is here aſ- 
ſerted merely an . arbitrary Hypotheſis of our 
own. It is the very Account, which the Scrip- 
tures themſelves give us of 'this Matter. Let us 
turn again to I/. vi. There we find the Sera- 
phim worſhipping the Lord, who ſat on the Throne, 
and crying Holy, Holy, Holy, is the Lord of 
Hoſts. This Triſagium, or threefold Form of 
Doxology, was adopted in the moſt ancient Li- 
turgies of the Cbriſtian Church, and always 
thought to be expreſſive of the Trinity. And 
not only this, but he Lord in this Viſion thus 
expreſſes himſelf b Whom ſhall I ſend? and 
who will go for us? — And, as S. Jahn tells us 
that the Glory, which Eſaias ſaw, was the Glory 
of Chriſt, ſo S. Paul ſays that the Words, here 
faid to be ſpoken by the Lord fitting upon his 
Throne, were ſpoken by the Holy Ghoſt. 

eln the Viſion in Daniel, the Son of Man, who 


Sn; .: hv. | i At nxviil. a5, 
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came with the Clouds of Heaven, moſt undoubt- 
edly repreſents our Saviour Chrift : but yet we 
find this very Son of . Man arrayed in the like 
Glory with him, who: ſat on the Throne, both at 
his Transfiguration, ® and when he appear'd to 
S. John in the Revelations: his Garment was 
white as Snow, and the Hair of his Head like the 
pure Mooll. And as here the ancient of Days is 
deſcrib'd as fitting in Judgment, ſo our Lord's 
coming to Judgment is ſet forth in Expreſſions 


exactly parallel. He ſhall come in his Glory, 


and the Holy Angels with him: and ſball fit upon 
the Throne of bis Glory. * He fhall be reveal'd 
from Heaven, with bis mighty Angels in flaming 
Fre. | | 


In the Viſion in the Revelations we read that 


there were ſeven Lamps of Fire burning before the 


Throne, which are the ſeven Spirits of God : * and 
in the preceding Chapter our Saviour is ſtyl'd 
he that hath the ſeven Spirits of God. * As he, 
who ſat on the Throne, is ſaid to live for ever and 
ever, * ſo our Lord ſays of himſelf — I am alive 
for evermore: As the four Beaſts ſtyle him, 
who ' ſat on the Throne — Lord God Almighty, 
which was, and which is, and is to come, ſo our

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Lord * to himſelf the ſame Titles. Nay, 
what is very remarkable, the Throne it ſelf is 
call'd the Throne of Gad, and of the Lamb. And 
the four Beaſts, and twenty four Elders, fall down 
before the Lamb, and offer to him the Prayers of 
Saints. And every Creature, which is in Heaven, 
and an ube Earth, and under the Earth, and ſuch 
as are in the Sea, and all that are in them, ſaid — 
Bleſſing, and Honour, and Glory, and Power, be 
unto him, that fitteth upon the Throne, and unto 
the Lamb, for ever and ever. And the four 
Beaſts, ( who repreſented the higheſt Order of 
Angels) ſaid Amen. In other Parts of this Pro- 
phecy the Lamb, he who was dead, and is alive, 
is ſaid to be the Firſt and the Laſt, he which 
ſearcheth the Reins and Hearts. 

And, as in this Prophecy the Throne is call'd 
the Throne of God and of the Lamb, ſo in other 
Scriptures we are told that, at the Laſt Day, 
* the Son of Man ſhall come in the Glory of his 
Father, and in another Place, that he ſhall come 
in his own Glory, and ſhall fit upon the Throne of 
bis Glory; and in another, that he ſhall come in 
bis own Glory, and in his Fathers, and of the holy 
Angels. And the Angels attending on this So-

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lemnity, are call'd by our Lord the Angels of 
Cd; his Fathers Angels; and bis own Angels: 
and by St. Paul the Angels of bis un Power. 

If therefore we give Glory to the San, we do 
not thereby take away, or diminiſh, the Glory of 
the Father : if we worſhip Chriſt fitting on his 
Throne, we would not be thought thereby to 
dethrone Gad the Father. * But we hold him 
and the Father to be one : and all things that the 
Father hath to be his; their Throne, their Glory, 
and their Godhead to be the ſame. And this is 
agreeable to our Form of Baptiſm, * wherein we 
were all baptized 1 in the Name (in one and the 
ſame Name) of the Father, and of rhe Son, and 
of the Holy Ghoſt. 

How far this Doctrine might be known to the 
Patriarchs, and Fews, of old, is another Queſ- 
tion, which, perhaps, we have not Light ſuffi- 
cient fully to determine. But this we may ſay, 
that many Geſel-Doctrines, as particularly that 
of the Calling of the Gentiles, were contain'd in 
the Scriptures of the Old Teſtament, and now ap- 
pear plainly deducible from thence, which yet 


in former Ages were not made known unto the Sons 
F Men. The Doctrine of a Trinity therefore

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might be wrapt up in the Scriptures, and yet re- 
main a Secret, till it was unfolded by the Reve. 
lation of the Goſpe/. And, if this were the Caſe, 
there could be no better Method of diſcovering 
the Truth than, that which we have taken, a 
juſt Compariſon of the two Teflaments. But we 
have no Reaſon to think that this was the Caſe, 
! That the ancient Jews had ſome Notion of a 
Diſtinction of Perſons in the Godhead has been 
aſſerted, and ſufficiently prov'd, by learned Men. 
It appears ſrom ſeveral Paſſages in the New 77, 
tament that the Title of the Son of God was not 
unknown to the Fews in our Savicur's Time. 
They accus'd our Lord of Blaſphemy, becauſe 
he call'd himſelf the Son of God: and thought 
that to call God his Father was to make br If 
equal with God. 

We have alſo the Teſtimony of the ancient 
Fathers of the Chrifian Church, who all agree 
that Chriſt was the Perſon, who appear d to the 
Patriarchs of old, who was ſeen by the Pro-

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phets 1/azah, and Ezekiel, and who dwelt be- 
tween the Cherubims. 

It muſt be no ſmall Comfort and Satisfaction 
to a good Cbriſtian to find a perfect Harmony 
and Correſpondence between the Old Teftament 
and the New, and to perceive the ſame Doc- 
trines run uniformly through the whole Body 
of Scripture. We hold the ſame Faith, which 
was of old deliver d to the Saints: we worſhip 
him who was from the Beginning, the God of 
Iſrael, * the Rock of Ages, Jeſus Chriſt, the ſame 
yeſterday, to day, and for ever. 

But ſome affect to treat this Doctrine of our 
Lord's Divinity, as an indifferent Matter, a 
Truth merely ſpeculative. Can it then be an in- 
different Matter who is our God, and what the 
OHect of our Worſhip? The Dignity of the Per- 
ſon, who accompliſh'd our Salvation, ought cer- 
tainly to influence our Practice, and excite us to 
Obedience: and by detracting from this Dig- 
nity we abate, and weaken, the Force of theſe 
Motives. Thus does S. Clement, the Fellows 
Labourer of S. Paul, begin his Second Epiſtle

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to the Corinthians — My Brethren, wwe ought 1; g 
think of TFeſus Chriſt as of God, as of the Judge of . 
Quick and Dead, and not to think meanly of our | 
Salvation. For, if we think meanly of him, we F 
Jhall hope to receive but little. And having ſuch : 
mean Thoughts of it, wwe ſhall fin, not knowing a 


from whence we are call'd, and by whom. — And 
the Scriptures themſelves ſtrongly inſiſt on the 
Dignity of the Perſon, who wrought our Re- 
demption, as mightily enhancing the Greatnel; 
of our Salvation, and carrying with it the ſtrong- 
eſt Obligations to Obedience : this they urge as 
the moſt powerful Motive, both to our Hopes 
and Fears. In this (ſays 8. John) was mani 
fe efted the Love of God towards us, becauſe that 
God ſent his Only-begotten Son into the World, that 
we might live through him. — He that fpar'd nt 
his own Son (Ts idle ws) ſays St. Paul, but deli- 
der d him up for us all, how ſhall he not with hin 
elſo freely give us all things? The Author of 
the Epiſtle to the Hebrews, after ſetting forth the 
Divinity of our Lord, and his Superiority over d 
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x 1 Fab. iv. . y Rom, viii. 32. 


the Angels, makes this Inference from this Doc- 
trine —— * Therefore we ought to give the more 
earneſt Heed to the Things, which we have heard, 
leſt at any Time wwe ſhould let them flip. For, if 
the Word ſpoken by Angels was ſtedfaſt, and every 
Tranſgreſſion and Diſobedience receiv'd a juſt Re- 
compence of Reward, how ſhall we eſcape, if we 
neglef ſo great Salvation? — And again — * He 
that defpis'd Meſes Law died without Mercy. — 
Of how much forer Puniſhment, ſuppoſe ye, ſhall 
be be thought worthy, who hath trodden under Foot 
the Son of God, and hath counted-the Blood of the 
Crenant, wherewith be was ſanctiſied, an unboly 
thing, and hath done Deſpite unto the = 1 
Grace ? 

Let us therefore, who believe on hen ame 
of the Son of God, and acknowledge his Divi- 
ty, ſhew forth in our Lives and Converſations 
the proper Fruits of ſuch Faith. Let us walk 
worthy of the Vocation, wherewith we are call'd: 
*and Jet our Converſation be ſuch, as becometh the 
Goſpel of Chriſt. Let the infinite Love of God, 
and the amazing Condeſcenſion of the Son of 


- 5 God, excite our Thankfulneſs and Gratitude, and 


win from us the Obedience of a willing Heart. If

Seeing that we baue 
great an High-Prieſt, that is paſs'd into the Head 
wens, Jeſus the Son of God, let us hold faſt ul 
Profeſſion : and let us come boldly unto the Thi 
of Grace, that we may obtain Mercy, and i
